Isaac Carter of Shelbyville 
and John A. Titsworth of this city 
represent the plaintiff. 
Mrs. Porter is the 
widow 
of the 
late Nathan Porter, who died May 
19, 1910. 
Mr. Gartin, according to 
the complaint, married 
a sister of 
the Mr. Porter. 
The plaintiff al­ 
leges that she was led to believe that 
the title of the real estate was in the 
name of her husband and that 
she 
was his sole heir. 
She has since discovered that in 
November, 
1900 her husband con­ 
veyed 
to Gartin 
a deed 
for 
the 
land, but that this deed was 
not 
recorded and that later the defen- 
ant reconveved the 
real 
estate bv 
executing a deed to Porter. 
1 liese 
papers were kept among the private 
papers of Mr. Porter in a safety de­ 
posit box in a Rush ville bank. 
Mrs. Porter states that during the 
illness of her husband Gartin was a 
frequent visitor to their home and 
on several occasions implored Mrs. 
Porter to let him be the administra­ 
tor of her husband’s estate. 
She al­ 
leges that she relied 
on 
his state­ 
ments and believed lie was treating 
her fairly. 
After he had 
been ap­ 
pointed 
administrator, 
the 
com­ 
plaint alleges that lie produced the 
old deeds and informed Mrs. Porter 
that 
her 
late husband had only a 
life 
interest 
in the forty acres of 
land. 
She 
declares 
that in relying in 
him she signed the papers, waiving 
hen right to all claim upon the pay­ 
ment of $2j900j executing to him a 
quit 
claim. 
Mrs. 
Porter 
claims 
that the land was reasonably worth 
$9,000 
and 
as she claims to have 
received 
only $2,900, asks for the 
balance and makes her total demand 


$6,000.

thundercloud 
came 
along and knocked the forecast sky 
high by 
promptly 
sending 
down 
sheets of rain and causing the mer­ 
cury to decline 
a large 
number of 
degrees, at least enough to make the 
reporter’s hot weather story 
look 
like one written by a candidate 
for 
the insane hospital. 


N ow it looks like tempting pro­ 
vidence, in face of such evidence, to 
write a hot 
weather story 
before 
noon and take the chance of being 
placed in the ludicrous position the 
Columbus 
reporter 
was, 
hut here 
goes: 
On the heels of a cool night when 
various and 
sundry 
residents of 
lush ville (that 
sounds 
like good 
style doesn’t it?) 
had a chance 
to 
get a good sleep for the first time 
in several days, there came a 
nor 
sun( the sun is always hot in July) 
nd sent, the mercury up all Rush­ 
ville thermometers 
up to 
a 
point 
where it had been before the above- 
mentioned cool 
night, 
viz., about 
ninety degrees. 
It gave promise of 
taving in that 
vicinity 
for 
some 
time, at least as long as it felt the 


e f f e c t s of the sun’s hot rays, either 
directly or indirectly. 
But as the Columbus 
Republican 
reporter said just before his down­ 
fall, there have been warmer days 
than this. 
The records will prove it. 
For instance, take June, the month 
of brides which is expected to be ten­ 
derly 
solicitious in the method 
of 
serving sun s rays, has quite a re­ 
cord for one with sucli a reputation. 
It isn’t necessary to delve into the 
ancient history of the present month. 
The June record ought to hold 
for 
awhile. 
The maximun 
temperature 
for 
that month in Rush county during a 
period thirty-five years was ninety- 
nine degrees, a mark that has not 
been reached 
for 
some time. 
All 
sorts of thermometers may aspire to 
such lofty ideals, but the 1916 mo­ 
dels have thus far fallen tar short 
of the wonderful 
mercurial ascen­ 
sions of 1895 
and 
1914, 
the two 
years that 
the temperature 
was 
99 degrees on one day. 
Why, even the 
mean 
maximum 
temperature (whatever that is) for 
the month of June in the last thirty- 


Tn view 
of the fact that 
it has 
been frequently hinted there 
that 
rural routes of Rush county would 
be motorized, in keeping 
with 
the 
campaign 
conducted 
by the post- 
office 
department 
at 
Washington, 
and also that where it was tried in 
Indiana—notably Wayne and Tippe­ 
canoe counties—there 
were 
many 
protests—in the light of these things 
it will he of interest to rural route 
patrons of Rush county to know that 
congress has adopted the conference 
report on the postoffiee appropria­ 
tion hill, which 
provides that 
the 
question of motorizing rural routes 
shall be left entirely to the patrons 
of the route. 
Washington dispatches 
say that 
this means was 
adopted 
to settle 
the question when it was 
apparent 
that no agreement could be reached 
on the widely divergent plans of the 
two bills. 
The conference 
report, 
which was adopted 
by 
both 
the 
house and senate Tuesday, contain­ 
ed this wording: 
“Standard 
motor-vehicle 
routes 
shall he fifty 
miles 
in length 
and 
shall only he established hereafter 
when a majority of the proposed pa­ 
trons who are heads of families re­ 
siding upon such 
proposed 
routes 
shall by 
written 
petition 
ask the 
postoffice 
department 
to establish 
the same.” 
This question has caused a great 
deal of 
trouble 
in many 
Indiana 
¡communities 
and 
especially 
in 
Wayne 
and 
Tippecanoe 
counties, 
where the patrons 
protested 
that 
they were not getting good service 
?rom the motor routes. 
While 
the 
new method will not affect routes 
already established, it will aet as 
a sufficient check on the postoffice 
department which has shown a ten­ 
dency to disrupt the rural route sy­ 
stem of the country under the guise 


of an efficiency campaign.

News says that it is provided in the 


agreement that 
carriers

19, 1916. Mr. Gartin, according to 
the complaint, married a sister of 
the Mi>. Porter. 
The plaintiff al- 


leges that, she was led. to .believe that 
the title of the real estate was in the 
name of her husband and that she 
was his sole heir. 


She has since discovered that in 


November, 
1906 her husband con- 


veyed to Gartin a deed for. the 
land, but that this deed was 
not 


recorded and that later the defen- 
ant reconveyed the real estate by 
executing a <jggj'to Porter. These 
papers were kept among the private 
papers of Mr. Porter in a safety de- 
posit box in a Rushville hank. 


Mrs. Porter states that during the 


illness of her husband Gartin was a 
frequent visitor to their home and 
on several occasions implored Mrs. 
Porter to let him be the administra- 
tor of her husband's estate. She al- 
leges that she relied on his state- 
ments and believed he was treating 
her fairly. After he had been ap- 
pointed administrator, the 
com- 


plaint alleges that he produced the 
old deeds and informed Mrs. Porter 
that her late husband had only a 
life interest 
in the forty acres of 


land.

declares .that in relying in 


him she signed the papers, waiving 
hen right to all claim upon the pay- 
ment of .$2,900, executing to him a 
quit

claims 


that the land was reasonably worth 
$9,000 and as she claims to have

only $2,900, asks for the
